Continue in st-st inc once at each end of next and ev^y 
following 4th row until there are 42 sts on needle. Continue 
without shaping until work measures 6 inches from commen¬ 
cement, or length required, ending on w rong side of work. 

Shape for the Top 

Cast off 4 sts at beginning ot each of next 2 rows. 

Proceed as follows: 

Isi Row. SI, si. k I. peso, knit to last 3 sts. k2tog, kl. 

2nd Row. SI, purl to last st. kl. 

3rd Row. SI, knit to end of row. 

4th Row. SI, purl to last st, kl. 

Repeat from 1st to 4th row (inclusive) 4 times then 1st and 
2nd rows 6 times. (12 sts). Break off yarn, leave these sts 
on a thread. 


TO MAKE UP 


Read Pressing Instructions. Sew up side and sleeve seams. 
Placing seam to seam sew decreased edges of sleeves to 
decreased edges of bodice. 


THE NECKBAND 


Using No. 10 needles and with right side of work facing, 
commencing at right front, pick up and knit 7 o- from 
decreased edge of neck, work 6 sts left on a thread at front of 
neck as follows: k6. pick up and knit 7 sts front decreased 
edge of neck, work across 12 sts left on a thread of one sleeve 
top as follows: kl2. work across 16 sis left on a thread at 
back of neck as follows: k!6. work across 12 sts kft on a 
thread of other sleeve top as follows: -k12. pick up and 
knit 7 sts from decreased edge of neck, work across 6 sts 
left on d thread at front of neck as follows:—k6, pick up and 
knit 8 sts from decreased edge of neck. (81 sts). 

Isi Row. SI, * pi, kl, repeat from * to end of row 
2nd Row. SI, kl. * pU kl, repeat from * to last st. J. 
Repeat 1st and 2nd rows once then 1st row once. Cast off in rib. 


THE COLLAR 


(if required) 

Using No. 8 needles cast on 60 sts. 
1st Row. SI. knit to end of row. 
Repeat 1st row 21 times. Cast off. 


TO COMPLETE 


Sew on medium-si/e buttons to correspond with buttonholes. 
With wrong side of work facing, work a buttonloop on 6th 
st in from edge of neckband on left front then work another 
buttonloop on right side of work at opposite end of neck¬ 
band. Sew on small buttons to correspond with buttonloops. 


THE COLLAR 


(if required) 

Placing right side of collar to wrong side of work and ends 1 I 
sts in from front edges, sew cast off edge of collar to castoff 
edge of neckband.
